AN ESKIMO TRIBE,

Ii was Isolated for Centuries Uniil a Few
Years Ago,

At the north end of Hudson bay
18 an island about the size of the
state of Maine, which 1s called
Southamptonisland, on which has
been discovered alost tribe of
Eskimos which has been without
any intercourse with human be-
ings for centuries, and until a few
yenrs ago had never seen a white
man. Apparently these people
have dwelt here siuce before the
time of Columbus. They are still
in the stoneage, knowing no met-
als. They grow no plants, and
their homes are buoilt of the skulls
of whales. Their huts are built
by putting together the groat
jaws of whales and eovering them
over with skins, In the middle
of this dwelllog 1+ the familar el
evated plice on which stands the
lamp. With this they cook, light
their dwelling, provide warmth,
malt suow and dry their clothes,
The whale is their chief means of
subsistence. They use the bones
in a variety of ways, even making
thelr cups and buckets of bone,
ny bending it in shape and sew-
ing on the hotivm,

The trive is composed ot ubout
fifty-elght individuals, about even
ly dwided between the sexes —
They speak a dialect peculiar to
vthemselves, qvite aniike that
spoken by any other tribes ol Es.
kimos. A fect which shaws tho
perfect isolation of the commuai-
ty 15 evidenced by their ignorance
of soapstone, Among other tribes
It is the favorite material for pots
and kettles, and when they are
unable to obtmn it In ther own
naighborbood they will make long
pilgrimages, lasting severul years
10 quaest of this material. Butas
the people of this lost vribe are iy
iguorance of such a swue they
makie thelr receptacles from slabs
of hmestone, which they glue to-
